No, 49-ITC(PN)/72.^—Attention is invited to the policy contained hi paras 18—21 
In Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book,—Vol. I) for the period 
April-March, 1973 according to which preference will be given In the matter of 
imports of taw materials and Components in the case of actual users exporting 
10 per cent or more of their production during the calendar year 1971 or financial 
year 1971-72. 

2. For the purpose of calculating the export performance, the following exports 
will also be taken Into account, apart from the direct exports made by the actual 
user concerned— 

(i) Supplies of materials at International prices under the arrangement 
approved by the Government. 
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(ii) Supplies made against IBBD/IDA Aided Projects In India. 

(ill) Exports made through eligible Export Houses. 

(iv) Supplies made by Indian Arms In India under the Aid programmes of 
United Nations and other Multinational agencies at International prices 

and paid for In Free Foreign Exchange. 

3. Accordingly, industrial units both in the large and small scale sector Includ¬ 
ing public sector industrial undertakings engaged in priority or other Industries 
should produce evidence of their export performance during the calendar year 
1971 or financial year 1071-72. 

4. In support of their export performance In relation to their production during 
the calendar year 1971 or the financial year 1971-72 the actual users should sub¬ 
mit a statement in the proforma annexed to this Fhiblic Notice after getting all the 
pages thereof duly certified and stamped by Chartered Accountant or Cost 
Accountant in practice who is not a partner or an employee of the concerned ex¬ 
porting unit or its associates. 

5. The evidence In terms of this Public Notice should be produced by imits 
engaged in priority Industrie.s and non-priority industries (where the end-products 
are covered by the import policy for Registered Exporters). 

6. The required evidence should be produced to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi (Imports Policy Cell) on or before the l.'ith May, 1972.
